Big Speculators Bought Offerings on 


the Market— Some Prices 


Boldly Bid Up. 


New York, April 25.—Among the 
many broken precedents which have 
been recorded in the present Wall 
street speculation must be included 
the scale and character of the profes­ 
sional manipulation for purely senti­ 
mental effect on the speculative pub­ 
lic at large. 
No such fight against a 
pi availing 
tendenc y in the market 
was ever before 
witnessed on the 
New York Stock Exchange as that of 
Wednesday. 
Some of the leading op­ 
erators in the recent speculation are 
credited with the assertion that there 
is no amount of stock which they will 
not buy in order to sustain the mar­ 
ket for the protection ut their favor­ 
ite stocks. 
Such statements in Wall 
street are always accepted with the 
allowance due to assertions palpably 
made for effect. 
Yet Wednesday’s 
market gave evidence of astonishing 
boldness and aggressiveness in sup­ 
porting prices by the expedient 
of 
simply buying everything that was 
offered. 
Prices were also boldly bid 
up in spite of the increasing weight 
of the selling on the advance. 
The 
burden of support seemed to grow 
too heavy toward the latter part of 
the day, although the market had 
been fairly brought to a standstill 
after the opening. 
In the latter part 
of the day, however, the bull pool 
seemed to concentrate attention more 
on the few stocks which had been se­ 
lected for the most aggressive manip­ 
ulation for sustaining effect on prices 
generally and to impress the public 
mind. 
Union Pacific was the most 
conspicuous of these, but the specu­ 
lation was also very heavy iu St. 
Paul, Northern Pacific and Southern 
Pacific, and Burlington, though not 
largely dealt in, was very jealously 
supported. 
The 
total 
dealings 
in 
Union Pacific reached an aggregate of 
662,800 shares. As the total issue of 
the company’s capital amounts to less 
than 960,000 shares of common stock 
it was 
evident 
that 
Wednesday’s 
sales would have been sufficient 
to 
transfer the control of the company, 
had they represented actual transfer 
of stock in any large proportion. 
Add the sales of Monday and Tues* 
day with those of Wednesday, and we 
have a total of 971,000 shares, which 
is much more than the total common 
stock issue. 
Yet no hint is heard 
from any source that Union Pacific 
is changing hands. 
In fact, there 
was no fresh news at all to account for 
Wednesday’s ^violent rise in the stock 
which reached an extreme 8%, clos­ 
ing practically at the top. 
This ease 
is typical of the intensely specula­ 
tive character of Hie recent enormous 
dealings in the stock market, although 
Wednesday’s business was even more 
congested in a few stocks than at any 
time hitherto. 
In fact, the general 
market did not at any time fully re­ 
spond to the manipulation 
of * the 
leaders. 
Union Pacific at the begin- 
nig of the last hour of the day was 
lett alone on its upward course, the 
selling having embraced 
practically 
every other stock in the list.

AMERICAN CORN ABROAD. 
Consul Harris at Mannheim thinks 
it will be greatly to the advantage of 
American corn raisers if kitchens are 
established in Germany for the pur­ 
pose of showing the people of that 
country how excellent and delicious 
are the various forms of food that may 
eh prepared from corn. He says these 
kitchens might be conducted at small 
expense in the larger German cities. 
The result would be an increased de­ 
mand for one of the 
great staples 
which the American farm er has to 
export. 
It is not generally 
known 
that 
maize, or Indian corn, as an article 
of food, was but lately practically un­ 
known in Europe. 
It had scarcely 
been introduced anywhere on that con­ 
tinent before the United States bu­ 
reau of agriculture was established 
and Uncle Jere Husk sent 
a man 
named Murphy across the ocean to 
teach the foreigners the wholesome, 
nutritious and toothsome qualities of 
corn meal, cooked 
after the 
way 
ious manners familiar to the Ameri­ 
can housewife. 
Although Uncle Jere 
was laughed at, the results he sought 
were attained in a measure. Corn meal, 
hitherto considered only as a fit food 
for animals, began to be recognized 
as an article of value as a food for 
man. 
“Murphy bread,” as it is called 
to this day, began to supplant 
rye 
and wheaten 
loaves, aud a demand 
for American corn sprang up, which 
has increased year by year.

says in his “Abraham Lincoln,” “was a 
lecture on ‘The Effect of Slavery on 
the American People,’ which was de­ 
livered iii tin* Music hall. Boston, and 
Which I gave to Lincoln, who read and 
returned it. 
He liked especially the 
follow ing expression, w hich he marked 
w'itli a pencil and which lie in sub­ 
stance afterward used in his G ettys­ 
burg address: ‘Democracy is direct self 
governm ent, over all the people, by all 
the people, for a1! the people.’ ” 
The 
address referred to (I’arker’s last great 
antislavery address) was delivered July 
4, I SSN. 
Here, I submit, was the probable ori­ 
gin of Lincoln’s phrase. In one variant 
or another it was a great favorite with 
Parker, often taking the exact form 
that Lincoln gave it, with his sure in- : 
tuition of the best where thoro was any 
choice of words.

an hour. 
The stage about 6 o ’clock 
was about 7.5 feet above the danger 
line, and the rate of rising indicated 
about 58 feet after midnight. 
Estimates on the rise that was in 
sight up the river indicated that the 
Ohio might not become 
stationary 
until this afternoon, when it was not 
expected to exceed 58.5 feet, or about 
8.5 feet above the danger line. 
Since 
it became evident that 
the 
stage 
would exceed about 58 feet, there was 
much stir bere last night, but there 
was nut the usual anxiety, as it was 
evident that the limit here would be 
reached before tonight. 
Business men and manufacturers 
in the bottoms may suffer more than 
was expected and many more families 
may be driven out of their homes 
along the Ohio to the south and along 
Mill creek valley, on the west, and 
along the Little Miami, on the east 
side, than were anticipated in the 
earlier preparations.

j 5 ruffed grouse and IO squirrels. T h e ! 
killing of duck and wild geese is pro­ 
hibited on Sundays and Monday, and 
before 6 o'clock in the forenoon and 
after 6 o'clock in tho afternoon. 
A swivel or punt gun, or any other 
gun, except a common shoulder gun. 
is prohibited in hunting duck and wild 
geese. 
It is abo stipulated that only 
an ordinary row boat, propelled by 
oars, can be used on water for this 
game. 
Property ow ners may kill rab­ 
bits at any time if they destroy vege­ 
tation. 
Failure to observe these pro­ 
visions is punishable by a fine of $25 
or a fifteen day sentence in the county 
jail. 
It shall be unlawful for any per­
